Section I—General Conditions. 

I (i) The Govt, of Japan have extended a Yen

The OECF Loan of Yen 43.552 Billion for financ¬ 
ing the import requirements of the Project is untied 
in favour of Japan and developing countries includ¬ 
ing India.
